A former Wilmington resident 
arrested by police Tuesday and 
charged with a number of local 
bank robberies, including the one 
at the Woburn National Bank's 
East Woburn branch last 
Wednesday. 

Woburn Det. Sgt. Robert Scire 
said the 30 year old man, Patrick 
McNally was placed under arrest 
by Lowell Police after the suspect 
was confronted at the home of his 
girl friend in Lowell. He is now a 
Lowell resident. 

The arrest was made possible, he

The Wilmington Public Health 
Department will be offering free flu 
(short for influenza) vaccinations 
for Wilmington residents Friday, 
November 4 at Deming Way and 
Wednesday, November 9 at the 
Town Hall. 

The November 4 date has been set 
primarily for seniors, but all are 
welcome to get shots on either date. 

According to the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health, the 
following people should get flu 
shots: 

¢ Those 65 years of age or older. 

¢ People with weakened immune 
systems (due to cancer treatments, 
organ transplants or AIDS, for 
example), 

* People with chronic medical 
problems (such as heart disease, 
asthma, kidney disease, diabetes or 
lung disease). 

¢ Children and teens at risk for 
Reye's Syndrome because they must 
take aspirin. 

¢ Health care workers, home care 
workers and household and family 
members who might spread the flu 
virus to someone at risk for 
complications. 

¢ Anyone who wants to reduce 
their chances of catching the flu. 

However, people who have had 
anaphylactic reactions to eggs or 
other components of influenza 
vaccine should not get flu shots. 

Since flu viruses constantly 
change, new vaccines must be made 
each year to protect people from 
that year's flu _— strains. 
Consequently, people wishing to be 


protected against the flu must be - 


immunized each year. 

Flu vaccine is made from killed 
viruses, so it cannot cause the flu. 
But it can cause side effects in some 
people, the most common of which 
is a sore arm that persists for a day 
or two. 

Some people, mostly children, get 
mild fevers, headaches, chills or 
muscle aches for two days, while in 
rarer instances allergies and more 
serious reactions occur. 

Unlike the 1976 swine flu vaccine, 
recent flu shots have not been

Woburn National's camera, which 
was identified by Wilmington 
Police. McNally formerly lived in 
Wilmington Scire said. 

In addition to the Woburn 
robbery, Scire said McNally was 
charged with two armed bank 
robberies in Methuen, and one in 
Billerica. 

McNally was arraigned in 
Lawrence District Court and 
ordered held in the Essex County 
House of Correction. 

Scire said McNally is also a 
suspect in a robbery in Newton and 
Portsmouth, N.H. He said no gun 
was recovered during the arrest.

Scire said that officer Michael 

Pandolph obtained an arrest 
warrant from the Woburn District 
Court which will be issued to 
McNally at the House of 
Correction. 

Scire said that the investigation 
into the robbery is still under 
investigation, with local police 
working with FBI agents.

DEDUCTING 
BUSINESS TRAVEL 


Business travelers aren't living 
and eating as they used to. Since 
the IRS cut the deductibility of 
meals to 50 percent, companies 
are looking more closely on what 
their people spend. Smart 
taxpayers are documenting every 
dime they spend. Where 
companies don't reimburse 
travelers, bills can be deducted as 
miscellaneous expenses by the 
individual. 

The good news: On a business 
| trip within the U.S., you can 
deduct the full expense of travel 
and other necessary business 
expenses, even if you spend part 
_ Of the time on a pleasure side trip. 
Out of the country, the rules are a 
little tighter: travel costs are 
deductible only for a trip of seven 
, days or less where 75 percent or 
more are business days. The way 
the rules are written, you'll want 
' to travel for fun in the middle of 

the trip, not at the end. 

_ A spouse's travel expenses are 
' generally not covered unless the 
. Spouse is an employee and serves a 
' bona fide business purpose, but 
‘ you can deduct expenses you'd 
_ have anyway, like car rental and a 
‘ hotel room.

“Without warning” on CBS 
At last, intelligence from 
a major network!

Great God in the morning! Did I really see an intelligent entertainment 


program on network TV on Sunday night? 

The Golden Age of Television ended in the Sixties, by most accounting. 
Since then, the networks have produced a steady stream of chewing gum 
for the mind, living up to their old warning about being a "vast wasteland" 
of culture. 

Really, do you find entertaining the brainless shows that fill the airwaves 
most nights? From "Gilligan's Island" to "Me and the Boys" television 
entertainment has overall been insultingly stupid. Cable has some good 
programs left, but the networks for the most part have abdicted their role 
as entertainment providers in favor of their least-offensive-to- all theory 
of what is entertaining. Abysmal. ' 

Until Sunday night. For two solid hours, I was glued to the screen as CBS 
aired "Without Warning.” Fantastic stuff! 

The two-hour production was a modern remake of Orson Welles’ classic 
“War of the Worlds" radio drama of 1938. But this time, the invasion 
drama played out on TV. Ahhh! 

The show opened with.a "Special Report" break-in by the fictitious 
Evening World News, and I was hooked. Those of us who endured the 
Cuban Missile Crisis can never look away when the words "special report" 
appear on the screen, and this was no exception. 

The drama, with veteran newsman Sander Vanocher as the anchor and a 

stream of young on-scene reporters, described how three meteors (actually 
three pieces of one big meteor) had struck the Earth in isolated spots: the 
China-Mongolia border, in Wyoming, and in southern France. The 
reporters spoke of casualties and flash fires, using footage shot from 
‘helicopters and on-scene reports of survivors and disaster recovery 
efforts. The word "Live" appeared in the corner of the screen, the name of 
the reporter appeared in text at the bottom, and the whole thing felt just 
like real, on-the-spot coverage of a disaster. It felt like modern TV news! 

The plot of the drama developed through on-scene news reports, piece by 
piece. But develop it did. 

The meteor, it seems, had entered the Earth's atmosphere at the north 
pole, then split into three pieces and proceeded to land evenly along the 
45th parallel of latitude. Hmmm. A question arose about intelligent life 
behind the meteors, and lots of experts talkied about lots of different 
subjects, from the extinction of dinosaurs due to a meteor to live shots 
from the Johnson Space Center in Houston.

Questions 8 & 9

This installment concludes the summaries of the nine referenda on the 
November 8 election ballot in Massachusetts. 

Voters are urged to read the red booklet, provided by the Massachusetts 
Secretary of State's office, which gives the actual text of the referendum 
questions, summaries, and arguments for and against, given by appropriate 
spokespersons. 

And, of course, all registered voters are urged to visit the polls Tuesday. 

Question 8 -- Highway Fund monies 

Should the Legislature be forced to spend gasoline tax money on the 
repair of roads and bridges? 

Voters in 1990 agreed to levy a 10-cent per gallon gasoline tax, with that 
money used to repair and reconstruct the state's roads and bridges. Reality, 
however, was not the same as what the voters expected. 

The Legislature may spend unappropriated funds on whatever programs 
it deems necessary. If the gas tax revenues are not appropriated specifically 
for road work, the money may be spent on any program the Legislature 
wishes. And that is exactly what has happened. 

Question 8 would prompt the creation of a Highway Fund, with ALL of 
the gasoline tax revenues being set aside for the repair of highways, roads 
and bridges. (The small portion set aside for watercraft would go into the 
Highway Fund as well.) A comprehensive state-wide road repair program 
would be drawn up, five percent of all public roads and bridges would be 
repaired or rebuilt, and a portion of the funds would be set aside for Mass 
Transit. 

A "yes" vote on Question 8 means the Legislature loses the flexibilty of 
transferring gasoline tax monies into the General Fund, which has been the 
case in the past.

Question 9 -- Prohibit Rent Control 
Do you believe Rent Control should be abolished? 
Some cities and towns in Massachusetts have Rent Control laws, which 


limits the amount of rent that a property owner may charge, and limits the . 


owner's right to evictions and rent increases. 

Over 200,000 renters would be affected, with some 25,000 elderly in that 
number. Question 9 would abolish rent control laws, although some cities 
and towns may keep a limited form of rent control in place for six months. 

Ron Cahill, of Wilmington, would be affected, and his story illustrates 
the horrors that a property owner can face under rent control laws. 

Ron started a cleaning and painting business, working most often in the 
Boston area. Feeling that he should return something to the community, he 
bought a rental condo on fashionable Beacon Street for $150,000. 

Ron's tenants were (and still are) a computer programmer and the owner 
of a trendy fashion store on Newbury Street. (Not exactly poverty striken, 
in other words.) In the winter of 1990, the couple complained about the 
heat to Boston Rent Equity Board, and were told that the unit had never 
been decontrolled. In response, the Rent Board ordered Ron to drop the 
rent from $1,150 per month to $344, and ordered him to pay $18,000 in 
overcharges. But it gets worse. The condo association refused to correct 
the heat problem, so the tenants refused to pay their condo fees, which led 
to the condo association forclosing on the property under the so-called 
"Super Lien" law. After numerous rounds of legal problems and expenses, 
Ron is out $50,000 in lost rent, and the value of the condo unit has dropped 
from $190,000 to the current $135,000. And as if that wasn't enough, Ron 
can't even visit his own property. The tenants allegedly assaulted a real 
estate agent, and now a restraining order keeps Ron, and any realtors, from 
visiting or showing the condo unit. 

A "yes" vote on Question 9 would abolish the Rent Control laws.

ARE YOU

DRY ICE DANGER 


QUESTION: Is it dan- 
gerous for children to play 
with dry ice? 


ANSWER: Aside from the 
_ possibility of minor frostbite, 


there is one major danger when 
playing with dry ice. If 
enclosed in an air-tight con- 
tainer, dry ice will continue to 
give off expanding gases that 
may cause an explosion. 

In Baltimore, a boy placed 
some dry ice in a glass jar and 
sealed the top. The expanding 
pressure of the gas continued 
to build until it burst the con- 
tainer. Exploding glass splin- 
ters severed an artery in the 
boy's neck. He bled to death 
before arriving at the hospital. 
This is a rare case — but the 
message is clear. Never treat 
dry ice like a play toy.

And come the first of November, 
thoughts shift back to (relative) 
normalcy and forward toward 
visions of sugar plums. 

Meanwhile, some of the people 
whose homes were victimized by 
scavenging youths would like their 
stuff back. 

Joe Gill is one such person. The 
longtime Royal Street resident 
discovered something missing that 
has been a part of his family for 
more than 30 years: a simple, 
foot-long, black porcelain cat 
hanging on the side of his house. 

His message to the perpetrators: 
"I'm glad you took the cat, but I'd 
really like it back."
